Dr. Archibald, Recently Returned 
From France, Interviewed 
by Daily. 

EXPERTS MAKE IT FAMOUS. 



All the Special Work on Fevers 
of Obscure Causation Oiven 
Them. 



Dr. E. Wi Archibald, who has just 
returned from France, where he was 
connected with the No. 3 (McGIU) 
Hospital, has n great deal to say of 
the value of the services rendered to 
the wounded by the men of the Mc- 
GUI unit. As seems to be the uni- 
versal opinion, he believes that It -is 
the best of the war hospitals. When 
Interviewed by the Dally last night 
he spoke as follows re the work of 
the unit: — 

"No. 3 Canadian General Hospital 
Is composed of McGIU students. I 
left them working steadily, but at the 
time, about the 15th of October, the 
number of wounded had diminished a 
g:eat deal, while the number of sick 
was Increasing. We had at the tlmr 
more sick than wounded on account 
of the slowing up of the fighting, and 
the onset of poor weather. Because 
of the exceptional strength of the unit 
li. trained laboratory men, particular- 
ly Major Rhea, and Captain Shanks, 
the unit hnd been nsked to do a 
l.i rge amount of special work, in the 
llngnosls of the large class of fevers 
ol obscure causntlon (the 'pyrexia of 
unknown origin' cases). The excel- 
lence of the work In this direction 
attracted very favorable comment on 
the part of the Imperial medical au- 
thorities In. the Boulogne district. Col. 
Elder was devoting special attention 
to the treatment of infected wounds 
of the knee Joint, and had got very 
gratifying results In a series of cases 
numbering over 50, 

"The hospital had also, through the 
kindness of the Red Cross, been ahh 
to segregate all the cases of chest In- 
juries In the beautiful Red Cross re- 
creation hut, with Its broad piazzas 
so that these cases were given the 
benefit of the fresh air treatment, 
whatever the weather might be. This 
had been possible only through the 
months of the late push, the Red Cro.in 
hut being given back for Its original 
purpose of a recreation place for the 
personnel and wounded, as soon as 
the heavy fighting was over. But the 
idea was so favorably received that 
the Red Cross had offered "to build 
another hut for the special treatment 
ol chest Injuries. Altogether the unit 
was doing steady nnd good work, such 
as might be expected from the men 
tiained by McGIU. 

"The Unit had earned an enviable 
reputation in the way of kindliness of 
treatment of the wounded and sick 
v ho passed through, and a gn at deal 
r< that reputation Is due to the skill 
and the devotion of our nurses. 

"The Installation of the hospital Is 
exceedingly KOOtf* the comfort of the 
hick and wounded Is exceptionally well 
I rovided for. and the army does a 
great deal mor. than in any previous 
war for the b«*lttl of the soldier. The 
help of the Red Cross and of all (he 
kird people who Independently sen! 
rifts, make up for the now compara- 
tively few comforts which the army 

dees not provide.

The Science Freshman-Sophomore 
smoker, which was held last night, 
was a complete success. A very fair 
proportion of the members of the two 
classes most interested were present, 
as well as a number of prominent 
men about the college, Including: Dr. 
Barnes, as the guest of honour, and 
A. H. Milne, the president of the 
Science Undergraduates' Society. Dur- 
ing the course of the evening musi- 
cal selections were rendered by the 
following: Messrs. Brace, Windsor, 
Lurose, Scott, and Mouquin. 

After some Introductory music the 
President of Science '20, J. B. King 
said a few words of thanks to the 
Sophomores for the manner In which 
the latter have helped the Freshmen 
over the rough spots in the first month 
of their college career. He then In- 
Uoduced Dr. Barnes to those present, 
il proceeding which was hardly neces- 
sary, since the latter was well known 
te all. 

Dr. Barnes opened his talk by re- 
lating the story of the first victim of 
submarine warfare. In the latter part 
oi 1700 a man nameil Dey was carry- 
ing out some experiments with alr- 
ight boxes, which he sank ten feet 
under the surface, and surprised his 
friends by remaining under water for 
seemingly Incredible periods. Dey 
wished to make some money out of 
his work, so he made a sporting bet 
that he could remain under two bun- 
dled feet of water for 12 hours. He 
carried out the trial until it was time 
to come up; and he has not come up 
jet. He did not consider the enor- 
mous pressure at that depth. 

The Doctor then proceeded to speak 
ol the submarine menace. It Is Im- 
possible for ships tivdetect the pres- 
ei ce of submarines, although snore 
Mutions have delicate instruments 
with which they are able to detect the 
I um of the motors within a radius of 
fifty miles. However, when these In- 
struments are placed on n ship, the 
noise of her own engines soon put 
t n m out of adjustment. 

By certain laws which are not yet 
understood, a torpedo must be sub- 
merged to a certain depth In order 
in reach Its objective. If this Is not 
done it will come to the surface and 
can be sighted along the top of thi 
water. Thete has been Invented r. 
rtw torpedo • which Is controlled by 
microphone ears, r r nd when the tor- 
pedo Is a certain distance from the 
submarine firing it, the gyroscope 
stops work, and the ears come Into 
operation. If the sound waves from 
the ship's propellers strike one of 
tnese ears with greater force than 
they strike the other the torpedo Id 
turned towards the source of great- 
er sound. As the speed of an aver- 
age torpedo is over thirty knots, i; 
v. ill speedily overtake any ship. It is 
not known whether this invention does 
all that Is claimed of it, on account of 
the close secrecy with which Infor 
matlon on these subjects Is guarded 
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\>y the navy authorities 

Another problem confronting sub- 
marine designers Is the question of a 
suitable storage battery. TÏIe battery 
Used at present Is a lead one; the ob- 
jection to this type being that if salt 
water gets to the battery It generates 
chlorine gas, which Is one of t!ie 
poison gases used hy the Germans. 
Another trial in this field is the Edi- 
son Potasy Battery, but at the only 
test known of, of this type, the battery 
blew up. There Is a great field fol- 
io ventors to devise a method of pro- 
pulsion not making use of the storag" 
battery, and which will be at the sane: 
time silent nnd secret. Comprcr- 
air may be used, but It leaves a trail 
Of bubbles behind. 

In conclusion. Dr. Barnes touched 
r.p the great opportunity for Selene? 
men to solve the problems presented 
by present conditions. In the Unite I 
States almost everyone Is very ex- 
travagant, and naturally this results 
In a great waste of raw material 
which might be turned Into products 
uteful In many ways. The high cost 
of living which Is causing such con- 
cern affords the Science man an open- 
Irg to make use of the Physics and 
Chemistry which he is being taught 
to-day. He advised that all those 
I resent take up the study of these 
subjects. 

President King then called on T. J. 
Heeney, President of the Sophomor; 
Science Class, to say a few words. 

Mr. Heeney informed his audience 
that he was on his feet because he 
l.nd something to say, not to make a 
speech. He offered a great deal of 
sound advice to the Freshmen. 

In the next few weeks the new men 
vlll be getting to know more of th.- 
student leaders, and will get to know 
something of each one's personal char- 
acter. They will then be in a fair 
position to Judge as to what differ- 
ent organizations they should Join. 

There are three different classes of 
students, each one possessing Its good 
points. First are those students who 
( nter college for the purpose of gain- 
ing knowledge only, and who give time 
to nothing else. This class will make 
a name for Its Alma Mnler. Then 
there are those who specialize in ath- 
letics— who endeavour to make their 
College famous in the field of sport. 
These, too, benefit their Alma Mater,

ATHLETICS AS A FACTOR IN LIFE. 

From civilization's earliest stages, physical perfection in man 
has been regarded with as high esteem as mental development. There 
vas in fact, a time when those most deserving of honor and reward 
for high mental attainments were denied these pleasures because of 
physical imperfection. The best classical example of this point be- 
ing perhaps, the life of the unfortunate Aesop, from whose mmd 
sprang the gems of fablery that have endured through countless gen- 
erations. His twisted body caused him to be ridiculed, and m the 
end to be cruelly murdered. 

The earlv Spartans made physical development paramount. The 
Spartan boy's mind might be as uncultivated as the desert of Sa- 
hara, but if he was possessed of a well developed body he satisfied all 
the aspirations of his parents. 

The body of a Spartan youth was regarded as the property of 
his country to develop as it saw fit, and no pains were spared to make 
it a strong and sinewy one. He was constantly in training, and 
obliged to sleep on reeds torn from their roots without the aid of 
other forces than his hands. His covering in winter and summer 
alike was thistle-down, which was supposed to be very heating! The 
Spartan idea of cleanliness did not conform very well to ours, their 
entire wardrobe outside of their weapons and armour, consisting of 
one shirt, which served them one year to another without launder- 
ing ..... . 

The Romans liked physical perfection only for its possibilities in 

the arena and stadium, and as furnishing a basis for gambling. Their 
sports were nearly all brutal in nature. Their races were made as 
dangerous as possible, and were notoriously corrupt. Their gladia- 
torial contests were the most unfair and the bloodiest in history. 
Men were trained during their entire lives to a state of physical per- 
fection only to furnish fifteen minutes' amusement on a Roman holi- 
day. 

They had some other and less fierce games, but they were not in- 
dulged in to any great extent. There was no national game, though 
boxing, wrestling, and the sports which we group as field athletics 
were practiced. Their ball games were very dull affairs, consisting 
of throwing the ball into the air and trying to catch it when it eame 
down. Their most exciting ball game was one resembling hand ball. 
Many homes were equipped with courts for playing this game. 

In the Greek idea of athletics we find the ideal. They wor- 
shipped the human form, but did not allow their love for the exter- 
nal beauty to eclipse their love for the well developed and aesthetic 
mind. Their art, in its trend and taste proves both of these points 
conclusively. Their amusements were designed to furnish both men- 
tal and physical development. Theatrical and athletic performances 
were held simultaneously, and in conjunction. Those who excelled 
in one branch were as highly upplauded as those who excelled in the 
other. 

Their games consisted of chariot races of a fairer nature than 
those of the Romans, and all kinds of field sports were held on de- 
creed holidays, such as the death of a statesman or the announcement 
of a victory. They were participated in by the best Grecian society 
and were interspersed with brilliant social events. 

We owe to these games the present Greek games that are held 
periodically at various places throughout the world. 

The Greek idea was assuredly a splendid one, that of mental and 
bodily development, neither subservient to tho other, but the two 
combining to form that roundness of perfection accomplished by a 
proper blending.— J. E. F., in "The Mississippian."

Tobacco requires a large amount of care throughout 

its growth. Constant shallow cultivation is practised alter the 
tobacco plants are set out until they have reached a size where further 
cultivation would damage the leaves and injure the roots. The plant, in its 
early stages is liable to injury from the attacks of the tobacco-worm and other 
parasites which commit great devastation in the crops. To prevent the 
leading stem from running up too quickly to flower and seed, ana so starving 
the leaves, the top is nipped off with the thumb nail, leaving only nine or 
twelve leaves on each stem.
